2 vent  iaaadiatsly  to  th*  Lobby  and 
atatoaod  *y**lf  lnfront  of  th*  firat  vindo*  of  th*  jail 
offio*.  At  t-  at  tin*  th*  lobby  use  orowded  with  coaera 
u*n  and  reporter*.  I saw  Oswald  a*  h*  va*  **oort*d  frtu 
th*  elevator  by  eeveral  Offieen  aoros*  th*  jail  Offio* 
to  th*  reap  doer  at  vhieh  point  I loot  eight  of  hi*. 
Hoa*nt*  later  1 hoard  a *hot  and  looked  out  in  th*  raap 
and  saw  several  Offio* r*  struggling  uith  a vhit*  nal*. 

I Ioa*di*t*ly  ran  out  into  th*  raap  and  observed  **r*ral 
offlear*  carrying  aeaaon*  back  into  the  jail  Offio*.
